I knew Doc Force only in his own element—the class- 
room. I was one of the many students who was fortunate 
enough to be exposed to the knowledge he had to give. 
Like many others, I started by looking upon this man as 
a cynic. I finished by respecting him as a teacher and as a 
person who, under his cynical exterior, was sincerely dedi- 
cated to the advancement of knowledge. 


Doc earned the respect 


of his classes. Few will ever 


forget the wilting glances directed toward the late-comers, 
the half-closed eyes that missed nothing, the caustic re- 
mark toward the “wiseguy,“ and most of all his penetrat- 


ing examinations.’”’ He was 


respected because he knew 


his subject well. He set his standards high and demanded 
that the student live up to them. He tolerated no nonsense 
because he considered the subject serious. You were there 
because you wanted to learn. He was there to teach you. 
To Doc, it was just that simple. 

Doc Force’s views were not accepted by everyone, but 
no one could ever say that he was afraid to defend them. 
Sentimentality, “modern education,” the human race in 
general, were all “fair game’”’ to Doc. He exercised the 
educator’s fast-disappearing right to be nonpartisan in his 
criticism. In a word, he had “guts.” 

Those of us who were fortunate enough to learn under 
Edwin Force are richer for the experience. His passing 
will be felt by everyone who: because Doc. Force was 
around, knows a little more about his heritage.

An open letter to the College 


Community: 

The Parking Com., as most of 
you probably know, was establish- 
ed by the Associated Student 
Executive Board when parking 
‘Pmctices on this campus could no 
onger be overlooked. The Execu- 
tive Board formulated several 
regulations for those using the 
campus parking lots, and for the 
commission to follow in issuing 
tickets. These regulations are now 
in effect, and a copy of them can 
be obtained without charge in 
either room G-71 or the Snack Bar 
in the Student Union. 

The commission is, it must be 
admitted, a fairly good source of 
revenue for the Associated Stu- 
dents. Last month alone over one 
hundred and forthy dollars were 
returned to the treasury by park- 
ing violators. However, the remun- 
erative value was not considered 
in the establishment of the com- 
mission; the sole purpose for the 
commission’s existence is to regu- 
late vehicular parking on _ the 
campus to the extent that it is or- 


derly and lawful. The money col- 
lected from the fines is used on 
projects to beautify the campus. 

The stickers required in the low- 
er right hand corner of the wind- 
shields of vehicles parking on this 
campus are a ready means of 
identifying 9ffending vehicles. We 
can, however — and have — ob- 
tained the name and address of 

eople without stickers from the 
Be artment of Motor Vehicles. 

tickers are required of every 
vehicle parking on this campus, 
except casual users who must 
register in G-71. 

Anyone who feels that his or 
her rights have not been consider- 
ed is welcome to present his case 
before either the Executive Board 
or the Parking Commission. Meet- 
ing dates of both bodies are an- 
nounced in El Diario. 

It is of course needless to say, 
that the commission will be dis- 
solved when parking conditions on 
this campus no longer warrant its 
existence. ;
